Of rifles, etc , there are about a 
dozt n, including a trusty sixteen shot 
mnuazine Winchester,a long ranjje bbarpe, 


smaller nfles intended for target or sport- 
ing purposes alike. Revolvers,a half dozjn 
or more, compltte the armament, if we 
may except the cases of brass cartridges, 
and tbe polished tools for dismounting and 
cleaning tho weapons 
A leather c ne,hve 


feet Jong, envelops iiibing rods of (hat 
trustworthy material, split bamboo—-lithe, 
slender things which the novice would

A fanci- 
ful little rod, jointed, of Japanese make, 
extends its t tper over the middle of the, 
apartment, and from a bit of line is ^us- 
ptnded a snow-white dove, stuQed. Re^ls 
are at hand with silken or hemp lines, and 
portfolios filled with hooks fitted with flies 
of pi un or btirtlmg huts, which tempt or 
lail is tli it most captious fisb, tbe trout, 
may fancy the color ol the meal.

Two pelican heads and a pieserved Bkm of
